In one sense co-o|)eratlon Is as an- 
riiMit as Hoeiety. Thn llrst Irili.' lli it 
acted together knew that It was Ixuiur 
to do so than to light tlngly- Men rec- 
ognised that unity was atrongiU be- 
fore .£aop composed his fable of the 
bundle of slicks. Nimrod doulxless 
know that two jrroyhounds huntlnj; to- 
i;otln'r would run down more hiires 
than four liuntin;; soparntely. Ilutllie 
hounds ran down tiio hares for tiioir 
moators. Tlie modern oo-operator 
runs down the baraa for hlmselt Oo« 
operation In Industry moans the equi- 
table ditirlhnlion of all gain among 
lliose who earn iU This is a now idea 
among the working people 
in our towns. for th e 
method of applying It it 
searcaly forty years old. Iha a»4p- 
erallre Idea as applied to Indottry aa- 
isti'd in tho latter part of Iho Inst 
criilury. Ambelakia was ainieit a co- 
operallvn town, as may bu ro.id in Dj- 
vid Uripihart's '•Tuikiy and lis Uo- 
sourcea." So vast a municipal part- 
nurship of industry baa nertr eslatad 
aince. Ibo Oshart on tho Oornlih 
1 nasi nnrrind out co-opcration on the 
•^11. and tho nilnefsof Cumberland duj 
o» tliu principle of slmrin;; the prnllts. 
Tlie plan has been pre dnctire of con- 
lentnient nnd ndvaiun);e. Gruyere 
i« a oo-operatlra obeeae, being formeiv 
iy made in tha Jura mountains, where 
the prolii, worn equitablr dlrlded 
nin..njr th., mnkora In 1777. aa Dr. 
l-aunlord rolnUn In bit "Contury of 
UirmlnKhim Ufa," the tailors of that 
enterprising Iowa set up a eo- 
operatlre workshop^ whioh It the 
aarll^t in Eugllsh record.

Ueihiat, we 
liod oar Horet and Uarrlngtona before 
even the French mind ran on schemes 
of life according to reason. Mom 
wrote his "Ulopin" in lilfl, Hari ing. 
ton camo wilh bis "Oceana" 14'J years 
later. £xceling both in English 
praatiaal gMtlM came tha groat 
Quaker. John Bellank the son of Fettl- 
pliico B<•lIrr^ propoaliig his famous 
"Cidlego of Inilusiry," whoso Im- 
|ii'. «K h:is since b .uu on the minds of 
«ll ]:ii;;li»!i ciiMuniinily-miiliors. Con- 
li iui'orani'ous with tliu French rovolu- 
lioiilsts wo hod Shuto B.avington. 
Bishop of Durham, who surpassed nil 
other bishops In human sympathy and 
social sagacity. Ho established at 
Mongeweli, in U.ifordsliire, Iho first 
known ciHoperaliTu store, and he^ 
Count Rumford and Sir Thomas Ber- 
nard published in 1793. and fur many 
years after, plans of co-operative and 
social life far exooeding In variety and 
thoroughness any in the minds of per-

The itory of the polaoning of Dawho 
in Georgetown Oonnty, by a 
hall-ttorm, aa telegraphed, and which 
many persona anpposnd to be "flahy." 
hns bi cn uurroboraled In every par- 
ticular by a proniineut citiien of 
Georgetown, who had Investigated 
the matter at the requett of General 
Grooly, chief of tha Signal Service. 

A dense malt of blaoic gum troos 
Burroundrtili Mte on all aldoa It Is 
well known tldt the .leaves of this 
tree are strongly Impregnated with 
tannic acid. It has also been ascer- 
tained tiiat the bottom of (he lake onn- 
tains a slight depoeit of, iron. The 
poisoning of the water, therefore. Is 
thus explained. Tlio .bail-storm 
bruised and filled the lake wilh 
the leaves nnd small branches 
of the trees; tho tanic arid omaiial- 
tngtrom which, mingled with the iron 
and fbrmed tannate of iron, causing 
the water to turn black aa ink and bit- 
tor aa quinine, and poitoalagthailtbos 
by thousands. 

Some of the people living In the 
nei;,'hl)oiliood believe that the condi- 
tion of tho lake is duo to a Judgment 
from God. Tliis lake is in ri nliiy a 
godsend for many a poor family near 
by. Omv get 1ik>lrom it the year 
round, and If It it not raplenlthed soon 
it will be a Judgment lo them, sure 
enough. 

One spaoles of the fish Inhabiting this 
lake survived the singtdar disaster, and 
that was the mudfish, which burled 
iisoll In the mmt at the bottom and 
tlius escaped the elTeott of the polion. 
The stench arising from the dead and 
rnttnn fish is described as fearfnb 
I'lie tliousaiuls of bii7znrds taking 
tlioir departure in the evening for 
their roasting places, after a day'a 
I fMtl; are detorHxid at making a noise 
I similar lo that of an approaching ey- 
I clone. On each end of Dawho Lako. 
about half a inilo diatant, la a small 
Inks, In which numbers of firh also 
abound, but which, upon exniniiiation, 
sliow no signs of the hailstorm which 
I swept over Uawho. Tills confirms tiio 
belief that tlia direct cause of the dis- 
uter to tlia flth it due to the hail- 
ttorm.— dhirftilon (3. C) Iftvt and 
Couritr.

Tlio patents of the present day com- 
prise aliiiuiit r\ i ly c inc'ivnble maloriat 
nf which papor onn bo made, some of 
them being rather nnaapocted, and not 
a few being novel to even well-In- 
formed persona The pateott oovar 
paper made from aloe fiber, aibettntb 
wlilch makes an indostructlljlo paper, 
not to bd o uistunnd by fire; I^agging 
or tooking, wliich makes a coarse 
wrapping-paper. 

Tbo fiber* of tho banana aro also 
employed, wblah wonld anggaat that 
persons who throw the peeling* of this 
fruit on tiio pavement might put them 
to a lietler use. whilo over fifty dilTor- 
ent kinds of bark are ompIeyeiL Bean- 
atalks are used, together with 
tlie fibers of the sngar- 
oaa* after (ha Jalee haa 
been expressed. Ooooannt fiber 
niiikes a good brown papor. whilo the 
shi'll of tho nut b also employed. 
Dried clover lias boon made use of in 
tho siuno direction, making a wra^ ' 
ping-paper, while cotton haa been a 
aourea of paper for niany genaratlont. 

Paper it made from both linen and 
Hnx, as well as from fresh-water 
w ri lls, fur. and inoro than a hundred 
dilTuront kinds of grasses. Qutta- 
pereha papers iinro at least tlie merit 
of norelty. but paper from tho fiair of 
men and animala wonld be a ttlll 
greater ourioalty. Hay as a matorlal 
for pa|>er has been tried with some 
succL'ss. whilo nearly fifty ii.-uenis fur 
mnkiiig paper from hump have re- 
warded the inbura and skill of in- 
rentort SIxleon difi'erent patents 
have been Uiuad la Saglaad and 
other countries for making paper from 
liop nlnnls, wlillo other palents have 
coviTcd tlio hiul<s of grniii. Jute and 
leather Loaves have been success- 
fully tried, together with the husks 
and stems of Indian com and more 
than a doiah dlifarant kinds of motiet. 
Kvon natllet have raoelred attention

Ilie prucosa has always l)cen 
tho same, tho substance being ground 
to • poipb than tpread thlnlr over 
fhtma of tome kind and left to dry, 
wbea tialng wai ^wUad, th* paper 
tmoothad and flnlahod.— MA* tktgt.

This method is not one 
fo be recommended, for a atone that 
has tlie foil beneath it looks mnch 
handsomer. 

In order to make a obenp articlo 
with genuine stones, tlio following In- 
genious derlen Is resorted to: Thin 
slips of some gem, as emorald. (or cx- 
nmple, are backed up with a glass 
of exactly the same color, and tha 
glass likewise polished. By sotting 
one o( these donbie stones with the 
•tone outward and iho glass bonealh, 
tlie aurfaoo will, of coarse, exhibit all 
Iho prcpcrtles of the gem, such as 
bardnoas and brilliancy. 

These hnlf-gennine stones are known 
as •■nndealald gems." Wkea they are 
sklllfniiy set, it is difHouIt even tor the 
MDaraAoidtotlKulsh tbem from pei^ 
M^llMMMnnes, Bur. ntill. It is 
easy to distinguish ihmi liy holdlni; 
thoslono helorii tliceyn in Mich iminn- 
ncr that the light n ib ctoJ from the 
top enlrra tbe eye ai an obliqo angle. 
The surfnco where the stone and glass 
meet can be disllnelly recognised by 
the difforeneo in tho rolractlvo power 
(it tho two media, linvinjj tho nppimr- 
anca of a crack or flaw in the sloini. 
Tlio piiblie are fiei|nenlly deecivod by 
dealers who represent llieso unilerlald 
•tones as being pi rfcctly gonulne.—
